It was really useful and helpful for 
Math, Reading, and Writing Skills. 

2. Kahoot! I like using it because I can create multiple-choice questions 
and quizzes for different skills for grammar and general knowledge 
checks. There are also already prepared quizzes on this website to 
check students’ learning. We can play quizzes as a group or 
individually. It's a fun way to assess your student's progress. It can be 
formative or summative. I am already using Kahoot with my middle 
schoolers. It is a fun way to assess them. 

3. Canva: This website is also great and, like all above is great for the 
teachers and students. Teachers can create Documents, 
presentations, blackboards, videos, etc. Students can also boost and 
design their templates, presentations, posters, and projects. 
Therefore, it empowers students and teachers to collaborate and 


communicate visually for education. I liked it and will be using it for 
myself and students as well.
